Students ask: Where have all the Macs gone?

Students who use Macintosh 
computers for word processing or © 
checking e-mail outside of class 
now face limited labs on campus, 
due to decisions made by a com- 


mittee that did not include student 


or faculty representatives. 

Although 530 new computers 
became part of campus labs over 
the summer, all but 31 of them are 
IBM PC 300PL’s. Until 31 new 
Power Macintosh G3 computers 
become available in the College of 
Education later in the semester, 
most CSUS students who prefer 
Macs are limited to a 14-computer 
lab in Amador Hall without a print- 
er or a lab assistant. 

‘TI went to where the Mac labs 
used to be and found new comput- 
ers,” said student Nick Leonti, an 
occasional State Hornet contribu- 
or. “The journalism classes work 
on Macs, so I have to hope some- 
thing’s open to use.” 

Over the summer, a committee 
working under the title of the Ad 
Hoc Committee on 24-Hour Access 


and Baseline Access Training and 
Support convened to allocate open 
computer lab funding. The purpose 
was to upgrade the existing com- 
puter equipment on campus, 
including the purchasé of new 
monitors, printers and software. 

While the campus previously 
had computer labs with both Macs 
and PCs, the committee did not 
purchase new Power Macintosh 
computers for fully open computer 
labs. | 

‘Two issues went into the selec- 
tion. One was that Mac was much 
higher in cost than the IBM’s we 
purchased. The second was 
Macintoshes make up such a small 
percentage of the market,” said 
Scott McGown, instructional com- 
puting consultant for University 
Computing and Communication 
Services. 

However, though the BATS 
committee considered bids from 
IBM, Hewlett-Packard, NEC, Dell, 
and Gateway, Apple was not con- 
tacted for a bid, McGown said. 

According to figures from the 
University Computing and 
Communication Services office,

Macintosh use in open _ labs 
accounted for 23.4 percent of total 
computer usage last semester. 

Funding for the computers, 
worth $1580.13 including the mon- 
itor, was provided by a combina- 
tion of CSUS funds, funding from 
the California State University, and 
lottery funds.

CSUS police 
set for Smart 
safety rules

New safety legislation impacting 
colleges across the state will have 
little effect on how university police 
investigate crime at CSUS, 

On Aug. 11, Governor Pete 
Wilson signed the Kristin Smart 
Campus Safety Act requiring cam- 
pus police at UC, CSU and commu- 
nity colleges to have written agree- 
ments with local law enforcement 
agencies. : 

‘All is in place as far as our shop 
is concerned,” said university police 
detective John Hamrick. 

Senator Mike Thompson, D-St. 
Helena, introduced the bill after 
allegations arose that the Cal Poly, 
San Luis Obispo police “bungled” 
early on an investigation into the 
disappearance of student Kristin 
Smart. Smart, 19, disappeared after 
a party in May 1996. The case 
sparked concerns about campus 
safety laws and jurisdiction. 

According to Willie Guerrero, a 
spokesperson — with Thompson’s 
office, the law creates “a minimum 
threshold” for law: enforcement 
agencies to have a dialogue on how 
to handle investigations for violent 
crimes occurring on college cam: 
puses. 

“Campus police must sit down 
with their sheriff or local police 
department and come up with att 
agreement,” Guerrero said. 

According to Hamrick, CSUs 
police have had a written agreement 
with Sacramento City Police 
Department for over 15 years.

Year round for 
College of Ed

By the year 2005, over 250,000- 
new teachers will be needed in 
California. In order to meet the 
requirements of the 21st century, 
the College of Education is the first 
school on campus to begin a year- 
round curriculum. 

It’s a practice that many admin-, 
istrators feel will catch on and. 
might soon become a way of MG 
for CSUS. 

The first year of the pilot pro- 
gram was completed recently, and, 
President Donald Gerth made it 
retroactive to include the last acad-' 
emic year and summer session. 
CSU Chancellor Charles Reed con- 
tacted Gerth and told him he had 48. 
hours to get the year-round pro-: 
gram together for CSUS. Gerth and 
the College of Education put 
together a proposal for year-round, 
education, and Reed approved it. | 

“We started instantly, almost: 
overnight,” said Diane Cordero de 
Noriega, Dean of the College of 
Education. 

The first programs to use the 
new format are special education, 
teacher boot camps, and liberal 
studies summer classes. 

CSUS received over $900, 000 
in year-round education money and. 
is one of three CSU campuses to: 
receive funding to begin the year-,

Most crimes at CSUS are han- 
dled on campus, but cases are 
turned over to the city police if uni- 
versity police don’t have the staff, 
resources or skill to adequately han- 
dle the case. 

“If we feel (a crime) is beyond 
our expertise, we contact city 
police,” said Hamrick. “We want to 
assure everything is followed up on 
and nothing falls through the 
cracks.” 

Statistics provided by 
Thompson’s office state that on 
CSU campuses, violent crimes — 
which include robbery, aggravated 
assault, rape and murder— have 
increased by 12 percent from 1994 
to 1996. 

According to Thompson’s office,

to head an investigation and acts as 
a consumer protection for students 
and families evaluating a school. 

“Every student has a right to pur- 
sue their studies in a safe environ- 
ment,” Thompson said. “And every 
parent has a right to know that their 
children are. going to be protected 
from violent crimes when they send 
them off to our state campuses.” 

The agreements will need to be 
provided to the legislature and be 
available for public viewing by July 
1, 1999. 

Hamrick said university police 
will check the new law and ensure 
they are in compliance. “The 
Kristin Smart bill will, in essence, 
give us the opportunity to fine-tune 
what we already have in place,” he 
said. 


CSUS ex-worker arraignment delayed

Former CSUS employee George 
Beatty appeared in Sacramento 
County Court on Tuesday, Sept. 1 
to be arraigned on 13 counts of 
grand theft. The charges stemmed 
from an investigation involving 
stolen student social security num- 
bers. 

Due to the ongoing investigation 
by police, Deputy District Attorney 
Brett Morgan asked for and 
received a continuance on the case. 

“There is the possibility that 
more charges against Beatty will be 
filed,” Morgan said Wednesday. 
“The detective who is handling the 
case is still sorting through all of 
the facts” to ensure a thorough and 
fair investigation, he said.

Web-based service sparked 
by Kristin Smart tragedy

first date with the cutie you’ ve been 
eyeing in English 120. Prior to 
putting the final touchup on your 
lipstick, you make a quick log-on to 
the Internet — www.safedate.com. 

For $12.00 a year, the website 
offers an electronic diary service to 
record date and travel plans. 

“It’s a great diary for women and 
men,” said Susan McHeney-Bray, 
president of the Student Safety 
Group. People can use the service 
without having to tell their parents 
about their dating plans. 

Safedate will keep confidential 
records of people, places and times 
and will only be released for 
requests accompanying a missing 
person’s report or subpoena. 


be on September 15 at 8 a.m. at the 
Sacramento County Courthouse 
located at 9th and I Streets. 

Campus Police first began inves- 
tigating Beatty after receiving a tip 
from a person who had applied for 
admission to CSUS and suspected 
that personal information from his 
application had been stolen. 

Beatty, who was arrested on 
Aug. 17, has since resigned from his 
job at the Admissions and Records 
Office at CSUS. 

Larry Glasmire, Director of 
Admissions and Records, had no 
knowledge of any wrongdoing by 
Beatty and first learned of the situa- 
tion when police arrested Beatty in 
August at the Admissions office. 

None of the victims are students 
at CSUS. 

Beatty was assigned a public .

Through the media, everyone 
has heard horrific stories of frater- 
nity pledging and hazing — young 
men forced to scrub floors with 
their toothbrush, mental degrada- 
tion and beatings — all in the name 
of brotherhood. 

But one fraternity on campus 
has successfully voted to eliminate 
this negative image and return to 
its cardinal principals of virtue, 
diligence and brotherly love. 

With an average 2.8 GPA, 
Sigma Phi Epsilon already surpass- 
es the national average by .125, 
according to the Greek grade 
report. 

The report is produced each 
semester by the Greek Affairs pro- 
gram advisor, the Panhellenic 
Council, the  Inter-fraternity 


Council and the office of 
Admissions and Records. 

Now, the Sig Ep brothers are 
striving to become even more pres- 
tigious by adopting a program 
called the Balanced Man Project. 

“The Balanced Man Project is 
going to be an entire change of phi- 
losophy for the fraternity,” said 
Wayne Mattson, the chapter’s 
counselor. 

Under the BMP philosophy, all 


SaisHook called “The Quest.” It 
outlines the fraternity’s history as 
well as a series of challenges and 
objectives for achieving the vari- 
ous stages of brotherhood. 

Each stage requires brothers to 
make written plans and goals for 
their future with the help of a men- 
tor. 

Also included in the BMP are 
the fraternity’s expectations, which 
focus on academic success, health,

new members gain full rights and 
privileges without pledging. 

“You become a brother from the 
very start of the program and spend 
your time in the fraternity achiev- 
ing various stages of personal 
development,” said Mattson. 

Each new member receives a 


substance abuse, relationships, 
ethics and career development. 

One of Sigma Phi Epsilon’s 
membership requirements is a min- 
imum GPA of 3.0, out of high 
school, or a minimum GPA of 2.7 
in college. 

“For some, that is a little high, 


but after all, the reason you are in 
college is for the grades. Grades do 
matter,” said Mattson. 

Although recruitment numbers 
are expected to be slightly lower 
for the fraternity, a major benefit of 
becoming a Balanced Man chapter, 
is a higher retention rate for new 
and continuing members. 

“The beliefs and values upon 
which the Greek system was 
formed, where people were there to 
promote the best in each other, that 
has been lost,” said John Jaquish, 
Sigma Phi Epsilon president. 
“Hopefully the Balanced Man 
Project can bring some of that 
back.” 

The Balanced Man Project was 
created during Sigma Phi Epsilon’s 
1991 national convention, in order 
to bring the Greek system into the 
90s, according to Jaquish. The fra- 
ternity recently approved the proj- 
ect by the required 80 percent vote. 

“It was a very close vote, espe- 
cially among the older members 
who did not want to see traditions 
changed, but I’m glad it passed,” 
said Mattson.

Center. 

Between Sept. 14 and Sept. 19 the Center is having an open house, 
the theme of which will be “A Week of Unity and Welcome.” 


Through speakers like Victor Lewis and Hugh Vasquez, who will lec- * 


ture on an educational film called “The Color of Fear,” the Center hopes 
to dispel any beliefs that it only caters to the four principle minority 
groups: African Americans, Native Americans, Asian Americans and 
Chicano/Latino Americans. 

“I don’t know of any other place where I can run into so many dif- 
ferent people from so many different cultures,” said Abdurrahim Wasi, 
president of the Muslim Student Association. “They practice cultural 
diversity and they’re tolerant of other views at the Multi-Cultural 
Center.” 

The Multi-Cultural Center was established in 1990 to help expand 
CSUS’ commitment to a campus environment that celebrates and sup- 
ports the racial and ethnic population of the university. It receives 
approximately $40,000 per year from both ASI and lottery funds, with 
additional financial support provided by private contributions. 

The cultural aspects of technology and its related careers will also be 
an area of focus at the Center. On Feb. 22, it will hold a technology fair 
designed to improve self-awareness through interactive activities. 

“Our overall goal is to assist the university in the realization of their 
mission to make the campus an institution which celebrates diversity 
and educates students to function in a pluralistic world,” said Valdez. 
“There is a greater purpose that goes beyond our own organization.”

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Macs: No faculty or students on committee

No students or faculty were repre- 
sented on the committee. 

Students familiar with the Mac 
do have recourse. An open 
Macintosh-only lab is available in 
Amador Hall. The lab consists of 14 
Mac IIsi computers without a print- 
er or UCCS lab assistant. However, 
working at the lab requires more 
effort now than last semester. 

“Students should format a disk 
as an IBM diskette in one of the 
other labs and bring it to Amador 
Hall and work there. Then they 
bring it back to one of the other labs 
to print,” McGown said. 

Government major Dale Green is 
one such student. He said he was 
unaware of the new printing proce- 
dure and voiced concerns with the 
new policy. 

“What brought this on? The 
phasing out of Mac computers?” he 


said. “Essentially, what they are try- 
ing to do is force us to learn to use a 
PEs 

As part of the new lab set-up, 
each college has a discipline specif- 
ic lab for instruction and students 
with majors in the college. Under 
this policy, the labs must be open to 
the general student population for 
20 hours a week. 

A discipline specific lab for the 
College of Education will feature 31 
new Power Macintosh G3 comput- 
ers, . but Mike Menchaka, 
Information Technology Consultant 
for the college said the machines 
have not arrived on campus. He said 
it was important for his department 
to have Macs available. 

“Eighty percent of schools use 
Macs. We train teachers and we 
have a serious commitment to pro- 
viding Macintosh training,” he said. 

Menchaka said he anticipates a 
good deal of use once the Education

Macintosh lab is set up and avail- 
able for 20 hours of general use. 

“For the students who are most 
comfortable with the Macs, that will 
be the time they can come in,” he 
said. 

Associated Students Inc. 
President Gary Davis said he was 
consulted over the summer by 
Freund, but was surprised to learn 
from the State Hornet that there was 
committee to make the allocation 
decisions. 

“If there is going to be a com- 
mittee to make those important 
decisions, we really need to be 
involved. Otherwise, it goes against 
everything we stand for,” Davis 
said. 

Faculty Senate Chair Tom 
Krabacher said he was unfamiliar 
with the committee’s decision and 
needed more time to look into the 
issue, though he said he knew that 
there are faculty who use Macintosh 


computers. He also said he was not 
surprised by the move. 

Both Davis and Krabacher are 
Macintosh users. 

The amount spent on 530 new 
IBM PCs — based on the cost of 
m1 5347.22 4106, “the:.,C PU, and 
$202.91 for the monitor — is 
$837,468.90. Each of the machines 
boasts 64 megabytes of RAM, 4.5 
gigabytes of hard drive space and 
15” monitors. The approximate 
cost of a comparable Power 
Macintosh over the summer with 
education pricing would have been 
$1,600 for an all-in-one design 
with 64 megabytes of RAM and 
15” monitor, based on information 
from Apple’s website. 

McGown said the BATS com- 
mittee would soon be considering

round program. 

“T would like to see the whole 
college of education go year- 
round,” said Cordero de Noriega, 
who would also like to see more 
reasonable tuition implemented 
along with the new schedule. 

“T think it would be financially- 
beneficial for the working student,” 
said Sara Demmel, a junior major- 
ing in liberal studies. 

The cost difference from now on 
will be quite substantial. In previous 
years, students wanting to take 
classes during the summer had to 
enroll through the Regional and 
Continuing education programs, a 
choice which often times cost them 
well over $150 a unit. 

In the new system, students will 
pay fees similar to those of the fall 
and spring semester and will have a 
much larger selection of classes to 
choose from. Those students who 
attended summer: session in 1998 
through the College of Education 
will soon receive refunds on the 
excess tuition they paid for their 
summer credential classes. 

Many students in other depart- 
ments are quickly learning the 
advantages to what the College of 
Education is doing. 

“J think this is a great idea for 
impacted majors. Now students can 
actually graduate in four years,” 
said Jason Bryant, a junior in the 


government department. 

CSUS, CSU, Bakersfield and 
CSU, Monterey Bay are the only 
schools in California that have been 
given permission to begin year- 
round teacher education, a decision 
that may soon lead to other schools 
and departments operating on a 
year-round schedule. 

The CSU system asked for $5 
million to fund year-round educa- 
tion schooling at the three CSU 
campuses. The money will go 
towards campus services not: nor- 
mally provided during the summer, 
including the library, admissions, 
and records.
